STATE ECONOMY, HELPING 
HAND FOR THE FARMER 
AND UNITY ARE URGED 


Grouping of Appropriations, Increased Rev- 
enue Without Adding to Taxes, Per- 
manent School Fund Among 

Recommendations. — 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 7.—Following is the tert of Gov. Baker's 
biennial message which he delivered to a joint session of the fifty- 


fourth general assembly today. 


OR the first time in many 
F years, and possibly for the 

first time in the history of 
the State, the General Assembly 
is composed of an equal num- 
ber of Democrats and Repub- 
licans. While this might be a 
source of disappointment to 
some adherents of both the ma- 
jor political parties, it can, and I 
trust will, make for more con- 
structive legislation than if one 
party had a numerical advan- 
tage over the other. 

We are all citizens of the 
United States and of the great 
State of Missouri and I am sure 
that the oath of office we have 
taken is regarded by all of us as 
a sacred declaration to do our 
duty to all the people’ of the 
State to the bes tof our ability 
and understanding. 

It is-my duty, in accordance 
with the Constitution, to pre- 
pare a message to this Assem- 
bly. Briefly I shall undertake 
to set forth some of the prob- 
lems that confront us and make 
some suggestions regarding 
their solution. I cannot, of 
course, go into detail regarding 
all the departments and ‘heir 
activities, but I shall be gla¢, at 
any time, to discuss with any of 
the members of the General 
Assembly any of the matters in 
which they are especially inter- 
ested and show them any re- 
ports from any of the depart- 
ments that have been filed with 
me. By working together har- 
moniously to the end that we 
may render constructive serv- 
ice, some of our problems may 
be solved and government funce 
tion more economically and ef- 
ficiently than ever before. I 
earnestly and sincerely desire 
the co-operation of every mem- 
ber of this General Assembly. 


Administrative Costs. 


There has been some discus- 
sion about the increased cost 
of government. There has been 
some increased cost in the in- 
terest of progress and efficiency, 
but these increases have been 
by a vote of the people for 
some special activity and not 
through the General Assembly 
nor the executive offices. Some 
years ago we did not have the 
Highway Department. Neither 
did we have the highways. The 
$60,000,000 bond issue voted by 
the people will soon be ex- 
hausted. Not one penny of this 
money was raised by taxation. 
Does any citizen want to g0 
back to the days of mud roads? 

Yes, the highways: the sgol- 
dieér bonus, the blind pension 
and other measures, all voted 
by the people for worthy and 
special activities, have increased 
the total expenditures, but de- 
duct these special activities, and 
the total cost of government 
activities in Missouri, notwith- 
standing the increased cost of 
living, has not been noticeably 
increased in the last 10 or 12 
Take the item.of public 
printing alone, and you will 
find that less money was spent 
in 1925-26 than was spent in 
the same period of time 16 
years ago in face of the fact 
that the cost of printing has 
practically doubled in the last 
few years.

Perhaps these 
have also counted the 
ing funds as added costs. The 
members of this General As- 
sembly know that they are not. 
In my message to the Fifty- 
third General Assembly I ad- 
vised that the estimated revenue 
for 1925-26 woy]d be about 
$13.000,000 or that this would 
be the amount available from 
the general revenue for all ex- 
penses of State government met 
from this source, after deduct- 
ing one-third of the total 
amount received, for schoo! 
purposes. The General Assem- 
bly, two years ago, as you all 
know, appropriated  *$6,575,- 
298.26 more than the mated 
revenue for the biennial period. 
1 was thus confronted with the 
problem of elther permitting a 
large deficit or cutting the ap- 
propriation to come within the 
estimated revenue. I chose the 
latter alternative and vetoed 
$2.121.018.39 and withheld from 
immediate use of the various 
departments, boards and insti- 
tutions. $3.454,279.97. I have 
since been able to release a con- 
siderable portion of the amount 
withheld, and have paid all de- 
ficiencies of the 1923-24 period 
for Which any appropriations 
were made. The money for the 
compietion of all State bulld- 


esti 


ings contracted for before the 
beginning of this administration 
has also been released and 
made available for use. : 

I trust the recent experiences 
of the State institutions will 
forever do away with the prac- 
tice in vogue for many years, 
of contracting for new  build- 
ings before the money for their 
completion has been provided, 
It has. not been possible to do 
‘much new building, as such 
appropriations were vetoed out- 
right for the simple reason that 
there was no money for such 
buildings and no prospects of a 
sufficient amount coming in 
any timre before the close of the 
biennium. In many instances, 
however, there was no question 
regarding the needs of the in- 
stitutions making requests for 
new buildings. 

There has been about $1,500,- 
000 collected for the general 
revenue over the estimate for 
the biennial period, which has 
made it possible for the admin- 
istration to take care of the 
pressing financial. needs and 
start the new biennium with a 
balance in the treasury of $1,- 
414,366.52. Only one institu- 
tion has a deficit. The South- 
west State Teachers’ College 
exceeded its salary appropria- 
tion by about $18,000. There 
are slight deficits in two or 
three funds, over which neith- 
er the Governor nor any other 
authority has control, such as 
the eriminal costs, and the cost 
of assessing and collecting the 
State revenue. There is also a 
deficit in the item known as 
“Appropriation for Printing for 
the Executive Offices.” There 
is, however. enough money in 
the treasur., to more than take 
care of these deficits. 


In some instances I find also 
some board, department or in- 
stitution may have overdrawn 
in one or more items of their 
appropriation, but there is 
plenty of money in other items, 
and that they have turned back 
into the treasury far more than 
a sufficient amount to have 
taken care of overdrawn ac- 
counts. There are far too many 
items listed in the appropria- 
tions made for the different de- 
partments, boards and institu- 
tions. In many cases the items 
overlap, and are listed for the 
purpose of getting a larger ap- 
propriation than would be pos- 
sible if the entire amount asked 
for was grouped in fewer items. 
A change in this system of ap- 
propriations would permit a 
decrease in the number of 
bookkeepers and clerks neces- 
sary in keeping a check on al] 
the appropriations. 

Why not group the appropri- 
ations in as few items as pos- 
sible and place the res) orrsi bil- 
ity of right use of such: funds 
squarely the department 
heads or institutiong.

Income and Expenses. 

The custom of some depart- 
ments, boards and institutions, 
of spending more than their ap- 
propriations and then calling on 
the General Assembiy to make 
up the deficit must stop if 
economy is to be any part of 
our of government. 
Many of the activities which 
have brought about these in- 
creased xpenditures are com 
mendable, but no department 
of government should deliber- 
ately spend $1 more than 
been appropriated in 
lar way. 

The. estimated revenue for 
1927-28, after deducting for the 
support of the public school's, 
will be approximately $14,50%.- 
000. I do not anticipate that 
the county collectors will be 
able to add much to this in back 
collections. They exhausted 
this source of revenue the past 
year. Nor can the auditors hope 
to do any better with the in- 
come tax collections than has 
already been accomplished. This 
brings us face to face with the 
age-old problem of securing 
sufficient revenue for operat- 
ing expenses 

I do not want to. increase the 
property tax, nor the income 
tax-—neither do you. I do not 
want to discourage the home 
owner, nor the man or woman 
who wishes to add to his or her 
income honestly and legitimate- 
ly tri vear to year. We must 
then find a means of increasing 
our revenue v thout adding to 
the burdens of those of our cit- 
fgens already carrying a load 
heavier than they can bear.

souril, there has been an in- 
creasing desire on the part of 
the people of our Common- 
wealth to provide a more stable 
and adequate fund for our free 
public schools and our higher 
educational institutions sup- 
ported by the State. There is 
no difference of opinion § re- 
garding the importance of ed1i- 
cation. Justice and equality are 
the corner stones of our £0Vv- 
ernment and it is neither jus- 
tice nor equality of rights to 
neglect to give to every boy 
and girl in the State, regard- 
less of race, color or enviroa- 
ment, at least the fundamentals 
of an education. 

It is the function of the State 
to provide for the education of 
its youth. Like the building of 
highways, it is not a matter to 
be left entirely to the local 
communities. To this end I 
strongly urge upon this General 
Assembly the creatiofi of a per- 
manent school fund, 50 per cent 
of which shall go te the public 
schools, in addition, to provi- 
sions already made by the Con- 
stitution, and 50 per cent to the 
higher educational institutions. 
The passage of’ this bill will 
solve the financial situation and 
the revenue will come from 
sources that will not be felt in- 
dividually and the school Ais- 
tricts may, if they so desire, 
lower their local tax rate for 
schoo] purposes.

Recommendations. 
In addition to the permanent 


school fund, which is not only 
a revenue-producing measure, 


but a measure in the interest . 


of better schools and more gen- 
eral educational opportunities, 
I respectfully recommend the 
following legislation, and in the 
interest of economy and. effi- 
clency, strongly urge: 

1.—A redistricting plan for 
the entire State creating larger 
school units. Like the Rotten 
Borough troubles in England 
some centuries ago, population 
has shifted and some of our 
school districts now shave very 
few children. It costa as much 
to maintain a school district of 
10 children as one of 30. 

2—~-The creation of a budget 
systern with teeth In it, similar 
to that now in operation by 
the Federal Govérnment, to be 
operated through the Tax Com- 
mission or through a Budget 
Commissioner appointed by the 
Governor. 

3.-~The abolition of all 
boards which are not function- 
ing; also ‘refrain from creating 
new ones. 

4.—-Make all appropriations 
in as nearly a lump sum a# poa- 
sible giving the Governor the 
right to withhold a porttion in 
addition to the right which he 
now has to veto. 

5.-~ Repeal the act authoriz- 
ing an appropriation for print- 
ing for the executive depart- 
ments and have each depart- 
ment pay for its own printing 
out of an appropriation for 
“printing” for the respective 
departments. 

6.—An appropriation for 
dustrial rehabilitation. 
was made two years ago be- 
cause the law was not funce- 
tioning properly. Now that we 
have the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act in foree, industrial re- 
habilitation can be made con- 
structive and much good ac- 
complished in co-operation with 
this board.
